H. Con. Res. 105

Authorizing the Law Enforcement Torch Run for the 1999 Special
Olympics World Games to be run through the Capitol grounds

As ordered reported by the House Committee on Transportation and Infrastrucfure
on May 27, 1999

H. Con. Res. 105 would authorize the use of the Capitol grounds for the Law Enforcement
Torch Run for the 1999 Special Olympics World Games on June 18, 1999, or on such other
date as jointly approved by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and the Senate
Committee on Rules and Administration. CBO estimates that passage of H. Con. Res. 105
would result in no significant cost to the federal government.

H. Con. Res. 105 would require the sponsors to enter into an agreement with the Architect
of the Capitol and the Capitol Police Board to comply with the resolution's provisions or
face financial penalties. CBO estimates that the amount of any additional penalties under
this provision would be negligible.
